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From the President 


1955 will go down in history as the year in 
which the first regional library was established 
in Michigan. The people of Arenac County 
have voted to continue the library project. So 
hats off to Muriel Fuller, Leonora Hass, Bill 
Barth, “The Standish Independent” and all of 
the interested citizens, young and old, who 
through their interest and hard work made the 
vote possible. 


For the first time in over a year the State 
Board for Libraries has its full membership. Mr. 
Thomas Sinas, of Lansing, was recently appointed 
to the Board to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Mrs. Leonard Rall. We welcome 
Mr. Sinas to membership in M.L.A. and I am 


sure that he will find his opportunity to 
be of service to the libraries of the 
state to be a rewarding experience. 

The District Meetings are about to 
start as I write this letter. The programs 
sound very stimulating so I am sure 
that we will all have a better idea 
of what the MICHIGAN LIBRARY 
ASSOCIATION believes as a result of 
the discussions that are planned. 

FLASH! The Senate unanimously 
approved $362,000 for general library 
aid, $38,000 for special projects and 
$25,009 for a branch in the upper pen- 
insula — total $425,000! This is the 
first time since 1943 that we have had 
more than $362,000. 

The M.L.A. and the State Library 
have participated in two meetings, one 
with Township Supervisors, the other 
with a Circuit Judge and representatives 
of the Michigan Bar Association, to see 
if a plan can be evolved that will solve 
the problems of both of these groups 
as well as insuring adequate support for 
public libraries. As usual both parties 
to such a conference learned consider- 
ably about the problems of the other 
party. We are anxious to work out a 
plan so that we do not have to dissi- 
pate our energies each year with fight- 
ing bills introduced in the legislature 
which would divert penal fines from 
the public libraries to other purposes. 
_ The committees have been function- 
ing very well. A bibliography of films 
dealing with the library has been pre- 
pared by the Public Relations Commit- 
tee and distributed throughout the state. 
The Salary, Staff and Tenure Commit- 
tee have completed the compilation of 


salary statistics. The statistics are pub- 
lished in this issue of the MICHIGAN 
LIBRARIAN. 

You have probably received a ques- 
tionnaire from the Planning Committee 
relative to the establishment of Refer- 
ence Centers throughout the state. They 
need more information before making 
recommendations. 

The Recruiting Committee has writ- 
ten to you asking that you help them 
to build up a file of 1,000 names of 
possible library recruits. 

Henry Steele Commager will be our 
banquet speaker at our Conference in 
October. The School and Children’s 
Section will sponsor a general session 
of interest to the whole membership on 
Reading. The Adult Education Section, 
in addition to a morning meeting, will 
co-sponsor Ruth Warncke as our speak- 
er at the first general session. We hope 
that she will be able to tell us about 
the edult education community pro- 
jects sponsored by A.L.A. 

New ideas for the Conference include 
a book review session on Wednesday 
and Friday afternoon at 4:00 o’clock 
sponsored by the Book Selection De- 
partment of the Detroit Public Library 
under Miss Harriet Goode. 

I was pleased to receive several notes 
relative to our new format of the 
MICHIGAN LIBRARIAN. I sent the 
compliments on to Mrs. Evelyn Tin- 
tera, our editor, who deserved them. 

Any comments on our year’s pro- 
gram? Are we doing the things you 
want us to do? Drop me a line. I am 
at your service.

WHAT ABOUT CENSORSHIP? 





(Request from the 
Intellectual Freedom Committee) 


The Core Committee of the Intellec- 
tual Freedom Committee of the Mich- 
igan Library Association at a meeting 
held March 22, 1955, voted to ask 
Association members through the Mich- 
igan Librarian the following questions 
to discover if there have been any re- 
cent attempts at censorship of books 
and other materials in school, college, 
and public libraries of Michigan.

LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEE MEMO 


To: All M.L.A. Members 

From: The Legislative Committee 

Subject: Status report, April 27, 1955 
on Legislative activities. 

On March 31, 1955, M.L.A. had its 
hearing on state aid before the Senate 
Appropriations Committee. From all 
reports and from comments from the 
Budget staff, it was a good hearing. 
In addition to Ethel Yabroff, President 
of M.L.A., Mary Mitchell, Chairman 
of the Legislative Committee and Mar- 
jorie Silver, Legislative Committee mem- 
ber, we had two citizen representatives 
from our demonstration regions, Grand 
Traverse and Iosco-Arenac. Mrs. Molly 
Sabowski spoke most effectively on the 
bookmobile service; what it meant to 
the rural communities in the Grand 
Traverse Area. Mr. Edward Perliberg, 
editor of the Arenac Independent in 
Standish, explained how the State Li- 
brary had conducted the demonstration 
in Iosco-Arenac Counties and told of 
the enthusiasm with which it was being 
received. He has devoted much space 
to the promotion of the project in his 
paper. Mrs. Yabroff, Mrs. Mitchell 
and Miss Silver explained why an in- 
crease from $362,000 to our $450,000 





request was a necessity due to higher 
costs in books and equipment, and our 
increase in population served. 

And here’s real good news! Mich- 
igan now has its first regional library. 
In the general election on April 4, 1955, 
the citizens of Arenac County voted 
by a good majority, to join with losco 
County in the support and maintenance 
of the Iosco-Arenac Library. This is 
important news in library history in 
Michigan. 

One of the bookmobiles which is 
being used in the Grand Traverse dem- 
onstration was on exhibit in front of 
the Capitol April 21, 1955 from ten 
to two. Mrs. Terese Flaherty fortified 
by two bookmobile librarians and sev- 
eral Legislative Committee members in- 
vited senators and representatives to see 
the bookmobile. Much interest and en- 
thusiasm was expressed and a goodly 
number of legislators stopped to visit it. 


Penal Fine Diversion Bills 


You will remember from your Legis- 
lative Newsletter, No. 2, that we were 
successful in having S.1019 returned to 
Committee. On April 12, 1955, House 
Bill 441 was introduced by Represeni- 
ative Brigham. This bill provides the 
fines, penalties and forfeitures for the 
violation of township ordinances would 
revert to the general funds of the town- 
ships. We have scheduled a hearing 
with the Committee on Towns and 
Counties for April 28, 1955. We hope 
we can defeat this bill in Committtee. 

Representatives of M.L.A. and of 
the Circuit Judges Association on 
March 31, 1955 agreed to make a study 
of county law libraries. Our objective 
1s to work out a plan agreeable to the 
judges and to M.L.A. for the mainte- 
nance of county law libraries as well 
as county and public libraries. M.L.A.’s 
Committee on the Study of Library 
Laws will work on this study.

igan Union in East Lansing to spend 
the day together, meeting, learning and 
lunching, and to be welcomed into the 
family of Michigan librarians. 


The informational part of the meeting 
was opened by Mrs. Fyan and Mr. Yab- 
roff, who conducted a two-man sympos- 
ium entitled, “The Michigan Picture”. 
All very informal, but a surprising 
amount of information ensued about 
state aid, penal fines, the State Library, 
the State Board for Libraries, and other 
data important to Michigan librarians. 


The afternoon session was planned 
to paint a rosy, but accurate, picture 
of M.L.A. projects and objectives de- 
signed to acquaint newcomers with the 
importance and desirability of active 
participation in the Association.

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Michigan State Federation of Women’s Clubs 
Passes Two Library Resolutions 


Two important resolutions were re- 
cently passed by the Michigan Feder- 
ation of Women’s Clubs to aid library 
development in Michigan. 

The groundwork for the passing of 
these resolutions was done by Mrs. Ar- 
thur Ernest Maw, Chairman of Librar- 
ies for the State Federation who con- 
ceived the idea of the Bookmobile Fund 
along with Mrs. H. S. Breathwaite, 
Chairman of Education. Mrs. George 
Hunter, St. Johns, former member of 
the State Board for Libraries and a past 
president of the Michigan State Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs, and Mrs. D. 
Otis Tewksbury, Chairman of the Trus- 
tees Section, M.L.A. and Convention 
Chairman for the M.S.F.W.C. worked 
with Mrs. Maw to secure passage of 
the resolution setting up the bookmo- 
bile fund. 

Mrs. Fannie S. Noonan, Director of 
State Aid for Public Libraries, Mich- 
igan State Library, attended meetings 
of the Federation and worked closely 
with the group. 

It is hoped that libraries will urge 
their local clubs to contribute to the 
Bookmobile Fund and to commend 
their clubs on the passage of these two 
resolutions. 


Resolution 
State Library, State Grants to Public 

Libraries and Library Development 

Whereas, Women’s Clubs have long 
been instrumental in organizing and 
fostering public libraries, in recogniz- 
ing the value of public library service 
and the urgent need to strengthen and 
extend such a program; and 

Whereas, the State Library has been 
without adequate housing since the dis- 
astrous fire in 1951, handicapping its 
program of services to public libraries 
and the 830,000 individuals without li- 
braries; 

Be It Resolved, that the M.S.F.W.C. 
in convention assembled March 30, 31 
and April 1, 1955 urges an increase in 
the state grants to public libraries, with 
special appropriations for the develop- 
ment of projects serving large areas 
cooperatively, and 

Further resolved, urges appropriation 


of funds for a Regional Library Demon- 
stration in the Grand Traverse Area, 
and : 

Further resolved, urges the establish 
ment of a branch of the Michigan State 
Library in the Upper Peninsula, to serve? 
and strengthen both public and school” 
libraries by increasing the availability 
of vital services and consultant help, 

Further resolved, that the legislature, 
be urged to appropriate funds to plan 
a State Library and Law Building in 
Capitol Development Area which 
provide adequate facilities for libra 
services so necessary to library develo 
ment throughout the State of Michigan 
and

Whereas, this administration of the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs

In Memoriam 
William Warner Bishop 


In the death of William Warner 

Bishop on February 18, the library 
world has. lost one of its command- 
ing figures, and Ann Arbor librar- 
ians a true and steadfast friend. He 
was a scholar, an able administrator, 
a bibliophile, and an inspiring teach- 
er. Born in Hannibal, Missouri, in 
1871, he was graduated from the 
University of Michigan in 1892, re- 
ceiving a Master’s degree in 1893, 
his academic work providing him 
with the foundation of classical 
scholarship upon which his career 
as a librarian was built. 
He was appointed Superintendent of 
the Reading Room at the Library of 
Congress in 1907 and held that posi- 
tion until 1915 when he came back 
to Michigan as librarian of the Uni- 
versity. Here he remained — for 
twenty-six years — until his retire- 
ment in 1941. 


Mr. Bishop was long a leader in 
the library profession. Through his 
writings and his addresses at library 
and other educational conferences 
he greatly influenced and furthered 
the library movement. That his 
scholarship, ability and wise counsel 
were widely recognized is evidenced 
by the high honors conferred upon 
him by educational institutions at 
home and abroad, and by the many 
important offices he held in library 
organizations. He was president of 
the American Library Association 
1918 to 1919, president of the Biblio- 
graphical Society of America 1921 
to 1923, chairman of the American 
Library Association committees on 
international relations and cooper- 
ation with other countries, and was 
on several occasions the official dele- 
gate to foreign conferences. He was 
vice-president of the International 
Federation of Library Associations 
from 1929 to 1931, its president 
from 1931 to 1936, and later its 
honorary president. Under the spon- 
sorship of the Carnegie Corporation 
he supervised the reorganization of 
the Vatican Library in Rome. 


Through his many visits to Europe 
and his cordial relations with librar- 
ians and book dealers there, he made 
himself as Herbert Putnam has said 
“pre-eminent among us in interna- 
tional endeavour”. 

Frances A. Hannum 

Miss Frances Hannum, until re- 
cently librarian of the Public and 
School Libraries of Ann Arbor, died 
after a brief illness on January 25, 
1955. She had retired as Librarian 
in 1951, but continued to serve the 
library in many ways both directly 
and indirectly. 

Her years of service to Ann Arbor 

extended from 1928 to 1951. They 
were marked by a large expansion 
of the resources of the library, par- 
ticularly in the school system where 
libraries were installed in the older 
buildings as well as in the new ones. 
The work was done modestly, with- 
out wide publicity but most effec- 
tively. 
She performed a valuable service in 
compiling a history of the public 
libraries in Washtenaw County which 
was published in the Washtenaw Im- 
pressions for May, 1948. 

Miss Hannum was civic minded. 
She was active in community poli- 
tics, a member of several organiza- 
tions and of state and national pro- 
fessional societies. She served as 
president of the Wisconsin Library 
Association in 1920 and of the 
Michigan Library Association in 
1940. While president of the M.L.A. 
she was instrumental in removing 
the position of State Librarian from 
the realm of politics and securing 
the services of a professional librar- 
ian for this high office. During her 
term of office, district meetings of 
the state organization were held for 
the first time. 

Her early home was in Pottsville, 
Pennsylvania. Before coming to 
Ann Arbor she had been connected 
with libraries in Pottsville, Pa., New- 
ark, New Jersey, and Racine, Wis- 
consin. She attended the University 
of Wisconsin and graduated from 
the Wisconsin Library School.
